500 fifth and sixth grade stu- 
dents stopped by the Rattin 
Drain as part of their natural 
resource Wednesday, May 13.

Controlied bur nin g was ex- 
plained by Ralph Anderson, 
game biologist, Department of 
Natural Resources. He explain- 
ed that the controlled burning 
of brush and trees was done to 
improve the habitat for wildlife 
that preferred open areas. Sharp 
tailed grouse and ‘prairie hens 
ere two such birds. Much of the 
area on this Fletcher Road site, 
had been planted to pine trees. 
The burned area was an area 
that was missed by the planters 
but had grown up to brush and 
shruby oaks.

Andie, Neilson developed his own 
fishing site on his. farm north- 
west.of Roscommon.
